It’s called “Drag the River”, and they 
have recorded an album of all country 
material. That’s what he does when 
he’s not with ALL. Chad's also been 
helping with pressing t-shirts, because 
we have our own facility now.

Milo: Yeah, everything we do we try 
and do it “in house”, because it’s 
obviously cheaper that way.

Off: Okay, the first and most obvious 
question: What the heck does Shillelagh 
mean? . bias 

Josh: It’s a Gaelic word. A shillelagh is a 
big stick that can be used as weapon. 
It’s kind of like a club, actually. 

Brian: It’s used for kicking ass. When 
the English outlawed the Irish from 
having metal weapons they just carried 
around big sticks because the English 
couldn’t outlaw big sticks. 


Nathan: Someone gave us a home- 


made shillelagh at our last show. 


Off: Does the name reflect the band in.any. 


way? 

Josh: We started out in March 1995 as 
street entertainers playing for tourists, 
then people started asking us to do 
_ this and that and we needed a name. It 
was a joke at first because it’s so 
typically Irish. You find shillelaghs in 
Irish tourist shops. At first the name 
was just kind of silly, but then we got 
stuck with it. We had no intention of 
playing clubs or putting out CD’s or 
doing any of the things that we’re 
doing now. ; 

Brian: Yeah, we were just three sad 
bastards who didn’t have jobs. 

Josh: We've talked about changing our 
name because we don’t want everyone 
thinking we’re just a celtic-rock band. 
Off: For a busking band, you've done a lot 
of different things: touring, playing in 

clubs, doing benefits. And now you've just 
released your second CD. 

Josh: Lemonade is our first CD. 

Off: | thought you put out a cd last year. 
Brian: We did. But we don’t count that 
one. 

Josh: The tourists. just wanted 
something to take home with them. | 
wish we could have done something 
‘nicer for them but we didn’t have the 
time or the money. It was representa- 
tive of our playing but we had 
problems with production. We put out 
a thousand copies and sold them all. 
Off: Are you selling Lemonade on the street 
while you’re playing? 

Brian: Yeah, we sell way more on the 
street than in the stores. But | like 
having it in stores because people can 
‘seek it out if they want to buy it. If we 
just sell them on the street we're 
selling them to people who've heard us 
for the first time, maybe only for five 
minutes. They just want a souvenir. 

Off: You started off playing Celtic covers. 
How have you moved beyond that? 
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Ryan: We write lots of our own songs. 
In the beginning our songs were 
inspired by Irish music. but now we're 
inspired by whatever. We're kind of 
flaky. We’re taking tradition and 
turning it on its ear. 

Josh: Some of the people in the band 
have different interests and they take 


it upon themselves to inflict these 


interests on the other members. We've 
been playing some Jewish music, some 
country-bluegrass, some ska. Nathan 
and Ryan are really into spaghetti 
westerns. There’s some sort of strange 
connection between these different 
kinds of music. We try a lot of different 
things but most of us are against 
mixing styles. | can’t stand it when a 
band plays, say, funk and metal in the 
same song. We're kind of purists, even 
though we're not at all. But we try to 
stick to one style within one song. 

Off: In a band with so many people, how 


- do you coordinate everybody’ s different 
_ ideas and visions? 


Brian: It’s chaos theory in practice. 
There is no structure. | 

Josh: It’s a democracy but if somebody 
wants something particular done they 
have to be a total tyrant. 

Brian: It’s direct democracy rather than 
representational democracy. r 


_ Off: This is the third summer you've been __ 
- busking downtown—do you feel like you're — 


becoming a tourist attraction? 
Josh: There are thousands of photo- 
graphs and video tapes of us all around 
the world. It’s kind of creepy. 

Off: What's it like playing for tourists? Is it 
different from playing in clubs? 

Ryan: When we play on the street, 


_ we're inflicting our music‘on whoever 


walks by and the people who like us 
stop and the people who don’t just 
keep on going. But in the clubs, people 
are there to see us and they seem to 
have, a lot more fun and energy. And 


we try to make sure they have a good 


time. 
Off: Do you play some songs for tourists 
and other songs for the club crowd? 


Josh: We tend to get a little more self- . 


indulgent at the club shows because 
we know the people are there to see 
us. On the street we have to be more 
eager to please.

Brian: We could do a lot more sucking 
up. Like we could smile. We look like 
such a dour bunch of pricks | don’t 
know why anybody ever gives us any 
money.

ost people are familiar 

with Eric’s Trip, but 
fewer people know about the 
bands that have continued on 
since ET broke up last year. 
‘One of those bands is Julie 
Doiron, who used to play bass 
in Eric’s Trip. She used to be 
called Broken Girl, but a lot 
has happened in the last year 
and a half, which has resulted 
in a name change. For her 
new Sub Pop album which 
was just released on August 
26th, Julie decided to scrap 
the name Broken Girl and just 
go by her real name. | had a 
chance to talk with Julie a 
couple of weeks before her 
record was released, and this 
is what she had to say 


Offbeat: I guess the biggest 
change that’s happened since 
your last album is that you now 
go by your real name instead of 
Broken Girl. Why the name 
change? 

Julie Doiron: Well, | just didn’t 
like that name anymore. 
Broken Girl represented a 
time for me that’s now in my 
past, and I’ve just moved on. | 
wanted to change the name, 
but | couldn’t come up with 


anything that | liked. So, | just — 


decided to go by Julie Doiron. 
It took a while to get used to, 
but | like it now. 

OB: Why did you decide to record 
at Easley Studios in Memphis?

It was the 1993 Halloween show at U-Vic’s Commons 
block that the Evaporators would probably like to 
forget. On the bill this night with The Evaporators 
were The Smugglers and Bum. After the show a van 
full of The Evaporators and some of their friends were 
run off the road by an oncoming drunk driver. Among 
the injuries caused by the accident; Scott Livingstone 
(Drummer for The Evaporators and The Goblins) broke 
his wrist and now has a permanent metal pin in place. 


Evaporators played in Victoria, was at a private home 
on John St. Setting up in the living room and playing 
to a full house (no pun intended), the word. spread by 
mouth and a couple of local bands rounded out the 
talent for the night.
